methods of packing .and ship-
ping cotton was criticized by
Benj Richards in an address be-
fore the National Fire Protec-
tive Association Mr. Richards
said that the packing of cotton
in loosely woven jute bags is a
frequent cause of fire,

““Without exception,”” he said,
““there is no greater fire loss sus-
tained today on any merchandise
whether oils, naptha, celluloid,
gun powder or dynamite, while
in the hands of the producers
than there is on the cotton ecrop
of the United States. For the
19 years proceeding 1903, the
fire losses on raw cctton alone,

not including cotton in gin hous-
es or mills nor the damage to the
buildings in which the cotton
was stored, amounts to over
$21,000,000.””

ANTI SALOON LEAGUE

Wins Fight For Recognition
Of Presbyterians.

Columbus, 0., May 24—Lead-
ers of the anti-saloon league yes-
terday afternoon, after a bitter
fight, forced the general assem-
bly of the Presbyterian church
to recognize their organization.
The committee on church policy
yesterday decided to ignore the
league, whose members yester-
day carried their battle to the
floor of the convention and won;
the general assembly indorsing
the league *‘as a safe, sane and
effective orgamz.atnon in the
work of temperance.”’

A resolution urging that the
moral influence of the assembly
be brought to bear on the pub-

lishers of church literature to
exclude patent medicine adver-

tising suspected of being mis-

ed by the assembly, as was also
a resolution approving the uni-
versal peace movement and the
recommendation that pastors use
patriotic occasion to preach the
gospel of peace.

It was unanimously voted not
to change the church name from
““The Presbyterian Church in the

United States of America’ to
the ‘‘American Presbyterian
Church.”

Settled at Last.

Celumbus, 0., May 24.—Fol-
lowing two hours of exciting de-
bate, which, at times became
acrimonious and verged upon
personalities, the Presbyterian
general assembly closed one of
the liveliest sessivns in its histd-
ry and adopted without a dissent-
ing vote resolutions declaring as
its policy that the permanent
committee on temperance shall
not embark upon or interfere in
political work, and endorsing the
American Anti-Saloon league as
a “‘safe, sane and effective’” or-
ganization in the furtherance
of the great cause of temperance,
and pledging to it the fullest co-
operation ‘‘consistent with the
constitution of the chure h.”’
